In some quarters 
the 
impression 
seems to prevail that efficient gov­ 
ernment depends 
solely 
upon 
the 


form of charter or the nature of the 
statute under which it is operated. 
It is wrong, of course, as one will 
readily 
understand 
who 
stops 
to 
give 
the 
matter 
serious 
thought. 
Gao<1 government may be made easy 
»f attainment by framing the stat­ 
utes so as to encourage honesty and 
efficiency in office. 
It can not be 
insured however, by any device yet 
discovered by mankind. 
Good government depends prima­ 
rily upon the quality of the citizen­ 
ship behind it. It depends upon the 
will of the majority4 of the elector, 
whether it shall be progressive, re­ 
sponsive and thoroughly 
honest, or 
corrupt and inefficient. 
In the last 
analysis the question is squarely tip 
to the man with the ballot. He will 
have exactly the kind of government 
he wants, and 
the 
best conceived 
plan of government 
can 
not force 
him to uphold a type of administra­ 
tion which he does 
not 
w’ant or 
Which he Is too inert to secure oth­ 
erwise. 
Early last month 
a 
new mayor 
was inaugurated in 
Philadelphia—a 
reformer who had been 
elected 
to 
that important office as a result of 
one of those 
revolutions 
of senti­ 
ment which occasionally sweep over 
a great city to the consternation of 
all wrho consider 
themselves politi­ 
cal solons. Much is expected of this 
new’ mayor. 
Philadelphia 
has 
for 
years been known as a. city “corrupt 
and contented,” to use a phase coin­ 
ed years ago by 
a 
pioneer 
muck 
raker. The friends of good govern­ 
ment 
everywhere 
look 
to 
Mayor 
Flankenburg to restore honesty and 
efficiency in the city hall. 
Yet Philadelphia’s form 
of 
gov­ 
ernment has not been 
changed 
in 
the slightest particular. Blankenburg 
bas the s a m e 
conditions 
to 
cope 
with which faced his predecessors. 
The aroused electorate put him into 
office without altering 
a law or an 
ordinance. It was citizenship which 
worked the change, not the form of 
rpe charter. 
Two senators of the United States 
have in recent months been ogliged 
to defend their right 
to sit in the 
upper house of congress. Both were 
charged with 
making 
an improper 
use of money to secure 
their elec­ 
tion. Lori mer, of Illinois, was cho­ 
sen by 
the 
legislature 
of Illinois 
without instructions from the voters 
of the state. 
In Wisconsin, on the 
other hand, Stevenson won in 
the 
primary. 
The 
result in each case 
was equally unfortunate. 
With or 
without a primary voters make mis­ 
takes—are certain to err unless they 
bring to the settlement of their po­ 
litical problems 
the 
same acumen 
and integrity that they use in 
their 
personal relationships. 
Tt excuses no one’s acquiescence in 
a bad political regime to say 
that 
the form of machinery’ 
of 
govern­ 
ment is inadequate. 
People should 
strive to secure 
those 
laws 
best 
calculated to promote efficiency, blit 
they should 
not 
forget 
that good 
citizenship counts for most in 
the 
long run.
